Farmers were pleased as con- 
sistent bidding moved of 
the first day’s offerings at from 
20 to 30 cents per pound. Grades 
which last year brought 26 and 
27 cents, were going yesterday 
at 30 and 34. 

An especially fine basket 
tobacco at Douglas set a high 
for the day at 54 cents. 

Bidding on weed 
slumped to 2 and 3 cents, with 
several baskets at Baxley bring- 
ing the bottom bid of 1 cent. 

Buyers usually kept their bids 
above the government-guaran- 
teed minimum of 19.6 cents.

U. S. Attitude Key. 

Delayed Bangkok advices stated 
that Thailand’s fimal course de- 
pended greatly on the attitude 
secondarily of Britain and pri- 
marily of the United States. 

The of new British and 
Imperial troops arriving during 
the day in wingapore, which al- 
ready had been heavily strength- 
ened, was of course not disclosed. 

However, the contingent in- 
cluded both British and Indian 
troops and skilled engineers and 
technicians, said the official an- 
nouncement, and arrived in a big 
convoy which had piit out origi- 
nally from a northwestern port in 
tre United Kingdom, picking up 
large numbers of Indian troops at 
Bombay. 

A British decision to move 
ahead of any Japanese encroach- 
ment in Thailand was represented 
by informed persons as the logi- 
cal outcome of a determination, 
backed by the United States, to 
halt the Japanese advance which 
already has put the whole of 
French Indo-China under Japan’s 
control. 

Informed persons declared that 
Britain’s emergency plans were 
for the seizure of Bangkok and 
the ports of the Kra_ Isthmus, 
which in Japanese hands would 
cut Singapore off from the Asiatic 
mainland. 

Burma Border Rei ‘orced. 
Such a British advance proba- 

bly would come from the western 
Burma border, where British air 
bases have been reinforced. Im- 
perial troops already have been 
moved by the thousands to Thatr- 
land's border with British Malaya 
and are equipped with tanks, ar- 
tillery and special weapons for 
jungle warfare. 

These additional reports, all 
pointing to a crisis in the Orient, 
were distributed through the Far 
East: 

That a big Chinese army is con- 
centrated on the China border 
with British Burma, ready to aid 
the British in defense of the 
Burma military supply. road. 

That Thailand armies were 
standing on the country’s southern 
borders with British Malaya. 

That Japanese troops were 23r- 
riving in large numbers in Dairen, 
the port of entry to Manchoukuo, 
presumably to reinforce Japanese 
forces standing along the Siberian 
border with Russia.

Replacing worn-out paper cur- 
rency costs the federal govern- 
ment several million dollars eacna 
year. Previous Bureau of Stand- 
ards researchers on paper have 
resulted in large savings but, it 
is suspected, bills now are being 
put to harder usage. They pass 
from hand to hand more frequent- 
ly. They are folded more often 
to fit different sizes of pocket- 
books The only sc:ution is 
stronger paper—stronger under 
the actual conditions to which 
bills are subjected. This requires 
a quick laboratory wear-test that 
will simulate the kind of tr@i- 
ment paper currency gets in Cire 
culation. 

Frederick T. Carson and Ver- 
non Worthington, the bureau an- 
nounces, have developed a Wear- 
test that will meet. this need. The 
test is made in two stages. First, 
a square of paper is crumpled to 
a certain volume by means of a 
piston working in a cylinder. Then 
mechanical fingers straighten and 
smooth the paper. A mechanism 
rolls it up and puts it in the cyl- 
inder again Then it is crumpled 
once more. This is repeated many 
times until the paper looks and 
feels like currency that has been 
In circulation for several months, 
although the artificial working 
process requires only a few min- 
utes, 

- Fae process is automatic and at 
the end of a specified amount of 
treatment the crumpling appa- 
ratus stops. In the second stage 
of the test the amount dame 
age that has resulted from the 
treatment rs determined.

ernment was talking. 

“Japan will never beat them,” he said. “Never. If the Japanese 
move farther as they now are moving they will block the Burma 
road.” 

“That will beat the Chinese?”

Differ as we may and do, we are all loyal to America. Whatever 
else we may say or do, all of us, when the test comes, will stand 
together to defend and save our country. 

Consider, then, the situation we now face—not a 
debatable plan, but a set of established facts. 

American forces have occupied Iceland, and American ships 
patrol the Atlantic with orders to sink German ships that oppose 
them. 

Our troops are in British Guiana, 

On the Pacific side, we are strengthening our forces in Alaska 
and the Philippines and giving military aid to China. 

We have pledged our support to Russia, and our ships are carry- 
ing weapons to the British and Free French in Africa and the Near 
East. 

Gentlemen may cry “Peace! Peace!” but the obvious and ines- 
capable fact is that we have stuck our necks out. — 

Right or wrong, for good or ill, our government has committed 
our country to a course from which there is no withdrawal except 
in surrender. 

Surely there can be no argument about this.

Therefore we have but one question yet to

THE HUS ANNIVERSARY. 

The 526th anniversary of ‘he 
death of Jan Hus! burned at tne 
stake in 1415, for his religions 
convictions, has been more wide- 
lv observed this year than at any 
time since the valiant martyr to 
religious liberty summoned the 
people of Czechoslovakia to assert 
their belief in the right and com- 
petency of the individual soul to 
deal directly with God. Indeed, 
one may go further and say that 
Hus rendered an equally vita 
and. lasting service to the entire 
Christian world by his courageotis 
and compelling preaching in the 
Chapel of Bethlehem in Prague. 
for which testimony he was burn- 
ed to death. 

A memorial service in honor of 
the Czech religious leader on ‘he 
926th anniversary of his death was 
held in Westminster Central Hall, 
London, on July 6, 1941. A mes- 
Sage was broadcast to the Chris- 
tian world on that evening by <he 
Dean of St. Paul’s. On the same 
day a pamphlet entitled: “The 
Soul of Czechoslovakia,’ by the 
Dean. of Chichester, was distribut- 
ed. A copy of this revealing 
pamphlet may be had by address- 
ing the Anglo-Czechoslovak 
Christian Fellowship, 2 Great Pe- 
ter street. London, S. W 1. 

Increasing interest in the mar- 
tyrdom of Jan Hus Is manifest 
throughout Britain and America 
in this hour when the struggie 
for freedm is accentuated by the 
coalition of the totalitarian pow- 
ers of the world. We will do well 
to open our histories to the shin- 
ing passages which record the 
story of Hus. Two years ago the 
Archbishop of York recommended

that the . Czechoslovak religious 
leader and national hero should te 
remembered in all Anglican 
and from that suggestion 
has spread the world-wide revival!

vitality. Although the Czech re- 
former achieved high distinctions 
both in his ecclesiastical and uni- 
versity career, he influenced 
contemporaries most powerfully 
through his fervent evangelistic 
preaching in the Chapel of Beth- 
lehem. 

An eloquent messenger of the 
act of grace brought to mankind 
through the Incarnation of Divine 
love in Jesus Christ, Hus looms 
ever greater as one of history’s 
chief prophets. A model of in- 
tegrity, there was no discrepancy 
between his teaching and his ev- 
eryday practice. Even his bitter 
enemies did not dare to express 
doubts about his’ personal life 
Filled with indignation when he 
observed the decadent level of the 
mediaeval church, Hus desired to 
remain a faithful Catholic. At the 
same time he was convinced of 
the authority of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, whose guidance he valued 
more highly than the dictates of 
ecclesiastical authority, which 
was, moreover, divided in its own 
counsels. His desire for righteous- 
ness was connected with a thirst 
for resonableness of Christian be- 
lefs. for which conviction he was 
put to death, July 6, 1415.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 5.—(UP) 
The anti-Communist rank and file 
of the United Automobile Work- 
ers (CIO) won a major victory to- 
day by denying recognition to 10 
delegates representing 8,000 mem- 
bers of the Allis-Chalmers local 
of Milwaukee.

NEW YORK CITY, Monday.—We spent a good part of yesterday 
driving through not only the heaviest rain I have ever seen. but a 
hailstorm!
